He left Chicago two years ago, after 
u kidnaping, and came to St. Louis and 
opened a saloon in the Italian district, 
and disappeared soon after the kid- 
naping of the Viviano children. 

Capt. Schoppe thinks Marchesi inspired 
Sam Turrisi to kidnap the children and 
take them to Chicago and hold them 
for ransom. Marchesi, according _ to 
Capt. Schoppe, never went to Chicago 
after the . kidnaping of the Viviano 
children, but Vincenzo Ricardi and Tony 
Bertilino, who were also in the plot, 
did go to Chicago, and both were there 
last week after the children were found. 

Much valuable information was ob- 
tained from the trunks shipped by the 
kidnapers to Chicago and never claimed. 
These trunks were shipped to Benadetto 
Louis, and in them many letters written 
to Turrisi by his sweetheart in Italy 
were found. The sweetheart is Mariette 
Rossieli of Partinaco, Italy.

Capt. Schoppe believes he would have 
captured the kidnapers if they had not 
released the children. 

Capt. Schoppe said when he went to 
Chicago on his furlough he found the 
circulars sent there by the St. Louis 
Police Department had never been dis- 


tributed among the Chicago policemen, : 


and apparently no effort had been made 
to find the children or the kidnapers. 

Bertflino was seen playing pool in a 
saloon in Chicago last Thursday night, 
and Ricardi was traced to another Ital- 
ian resort at 107 Clark street, ~ 

Photographs of Marchesi’ and the 
parents of Turrisi were found in the 
trunks at Chicago. Capt. Schoppe says 
these pictures indicate that Turrisi and 
Marchesi were partners in the kid- 
naping with Marchesi as leader.

POST-DISPATCH SHOWED NEED 
OF SUBWAY TRANSPORT. aTioy 


The need of a subway has long been 
felt in St.. Louis, and the field fef an 
adequate system of underground rapid- 
tranr has been considered so inyiting 
that foreign capitalists at various times 
have visited the city to study it, 

The Post-Dispatch was one of the first 
to. point out: the need, and’ to urge that 
‘st. Lovis get in line with “otliér great 
cities of the world and provide a mod- 
ern system of transportation. It strong- 
ly advised against the construction. of 
an elevated railway to relieve the sur- 
face congéstion.of traffic, and pointed 
fout that the subway has been found the 
best system wherever it pane been tried; 
This was in 1906, 

Several months later, Atbert T. ‘ Per- 
kins, municipal terminal expert, followed 
the lead of the Post-Dispatch, and said 
in a public speech that St. Louis would 
never have adequate transportation un- 
til it should have a subway. 

John I, Beggs, then president of the 
United Railways Co., at a meeting of 
the Engineers’ Club, said that St. Louls 
needed a subway and could not have 
it too soon, 

At the direction of Mayor Wells, a 
bill authorizing St. Louis to build a 
municipal subway and lease it to a 
private corporation was submitted to 
the State Legislature. It passed, with 
an amendment providing that it be sub- 
mitted to popular vote. At the election 
last fall a constitutional amendment. 
authorizing St. Louis to build a sub-' 
way was defeated by vote of the peo- 
Mple of the State. 

This action, however, in no way af: 
fects the power of the city to grant a 
subway franchise to a corporation. 
As pointed out by the Post-Dispatch, 
six of the world’s chief cities have sub- 
ways for passenger traffic. Two of 
these, Boston ang Budapest, are less 
populous than St. Louis. 

The New York subway, clean, smoke- 
less and lined with tile, has more than 
65 miles of trackage, and is being ox- 
tended all the time.

Every subway -so far con- 
structed has been a gold mine for its 
owners and operators, 

One route for a subway. frequently 
suggested, is from Fourth. street to.

The chairman is|' Henry 
Gannett, the chief geographer of the 
United States Geological Survey, vice- 
president of the National Geographic

-organization in 1888. Mr. Gannett is the 
author of topographic surveying books, 
statistical atlases of the tenth and 
eléventh censuses, the dictionary of al- 
titudes and other books and . Govern- 
ment reports on .geographic, magnetic 
declinations, etc. 

0. P. Austin is chief of the Govern- 
ment Bureau of Statistics and secretary 
of the National Geographic Society and 
author of books on territorial expansion 
and other works.

Cook Favors Copenhagen. 

TOLEDO, O., Oct. 20.—Dr, Frederick 
A. Cook said here today that he will be 
ready: to submit proofs of the discovery 
of the North Pole to the University of 
Copenhagen within two months, or pos- 
sibly within a month. He will begin 
work upon his documents on his return 
to New York, immediately - after the 
close of his lecture tour at.Minneéapolis, 
next Monday. 

“These documents wil] consist of as- 
tronomical and geographical data, my 
observations and records,”’ he said. ‘‘It 
was my original plan to submit these 
proofs first to the University of Copen- 
hagen, and there has never been any 
reason for changing it. 

“There is no reason why the National 
Geographic Society should be given pre- 
cedence over any other society in Ameri- 
ca, and the records will be open to the 
inspection of all such societies after the 
University of Copenhagen has completed 
its investigation. My instruments can- 
not be brought from Etahk until next 
summer,”’ 

Peary Turns Over Records. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Commander 
Robert E. Peary’s observation records 
and proofs that he reached the North 
Pole on April 6, 1908, were submiltted to 
the National Geographic Society today 
and were referred by that body later to 
a2 committee on research with the direc- 
tion that the chairman appoint a sub- 
committee of experts .to examine the 
records and report on them to the 
board, .

Will Not Wait on Cook. 

“The society is ready to make similar 
examination of Dr. Cook’s original obs 
servations and field notes,”’ Prof. Moore 
said, ‘but, as he promised to send them | 
to the University of Copenhagen, and 
the society will not have an-.opportunity 
of seeeing them for probably some 
months, it does not seem fair to defer ac- 
tion on Commander Peary’s observations 
until Dr. Cook’s papers were received. , 

“The action of the society was taken 
in accordance with its by-laws, which 
provided that “the committee on re- 
search shall be charged with the con- 
sideration of all matters on scientific 
and technical geography, including ex- 
ploration, which may be brought be- 
fore the society.” 

The society had urged both Com- 
mander Peary and Dr, Cook to submit 
their observations to a competent sci- 
entific commission in the United States. 

The society joined in a request from 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, New York, and the Americanh Geo- 
graphical Saciety, to President Remsen 
of the National Academy of Sciences 
that he appoint a commission to pass 
upon the records of both explorers. The 
society began to formulate plans for 
immediate action on the Peary records, 
when Dr. Remsen announced that he 
would not appoint a commission unless 
authorized by his council, which meets 
in November, and unless requested by 
both Peary and Cook.

Out of Jurisdiction of 
Health Board. 


Having undergone some _ slight 
changes from the form which it was 
originally Prepared by Councilman Es- 
penschied, Hiram Lloyd and Dr. R. A. 
Walker of the House of Delegates, the 
bill contemplating the reorganization of 
‘the medical and eleemosynary institu- 
tions of the city, is again before the 
Municipal Assembly. 

As originally proposed, the manage- 
ment of the several institutions is to be 
in the. hands of a commission and a 
Fospital commissioner appointed by the 
Mayor.

BOSTON, Oct. 20.—Dr. Charles W. El- 
iot, President Emeritus of Harvard, 
comes out now in a defense of the vivi- 
section of animals by physicians and 
students. ; 

He says: “One point which I propose 
to examine is this: Is truth seeking in| 
biology commendable even with the help 
of anesthesia and asgepticism, even 
when the research must be conducted at 
the expense of the comfort or life of 
animals? The traditional idea on this 
subject has been that mankind has do- 
minion over every living thing’ that 
liveth upon the earth, and may use 
every living thing as he pleases for his 
own advantage.*. The subjection of ani- 
mals to human uses is considered, in- 
deed, one of the evidences of civilization. 
Millions of creatures are killed daily for 
human food, the habits and’ natural joys 
of animals are fnterfered with on an 
immense seale by the most humane peo- 
ple without the slightest compunction. 

“Think what it means to millions of 
cows every year that their calves are 
killed and that they themselves are kept 
for the most part tied up in barns! 

‘Think. what indifference to the poten- 
tialities of animaél life and joy the im- 
mense trade in ergs implies! 

‘“Hiow absolutely insignificant is the 
number of animals used for experimenta- 
tion in all the scientific laboratories com- 
pared with the daily use of animal prod- 
ucts the world over as food and cloth- 
ing for mankind?”

Court’s Second Decision, 

Judge Withrow’s ruling Tuesday is the 
second which he has made in reference 
to the McKinley traction system’s con- 
tention that it has the same right to 
condemn a.right of way over a railroad 
track as it would have to condemn pri- 
vate property for bridge purposes. 

In the course of the argument on the 
demurrer, Judge Withrow admitted that 
private property may be condemned by 
a bridge company, but as the statute 
does not expressly say that railroad 
property may be condemred for this 
purpose, one railroad cannot cross an- 
other railroad. 

Judge Withrow added that this Is the 
sole question involved in the pending 
controversy. 

Compensation Was Omitted. 

In both cases Judge Withrow sus- 
tained demurrers filed by the Wabash 
company. At the first hearing the Mc-~- 
Kinley interests failed to include the 
question of compensation to the Wabash 
company in the event the right of way 
was granted. This provision was set 
forth in an amended petition. 

Mr. Crow says he will direct the Su- 
preme Court’s attention to the case of 
the Thebes Bridge Co., which was al- 
lowed the same condemnation privileges 
by the courts for the approach to its 
bridge as is now sought by the McKin- 
ley interests. 
‘We are confident of a favorable de- 
cision in the upper tribunal,” said Mr. 
Crow. , 
Entrance to City Resisted. 
When the Terminal. Association was 
fighting the State’s suit to dissolve 
it on the ground that, among other 
things, it restricted railroad competition, 
the corporation contended that it was 
not a railroad compny within the 
meaning of the statute. This, the Su- 
preme Court upheldd. In the case before 
Judge Fisher, the Terminal Association 
is resisting the McKinley system’s ef- 
forts to enter St. Louis by asserting 
that since it is a railroad company, the 
bridge corporation cannot build over its 
tracks by means of condemnation pro- 
ceedings.

VALENCE, Oct. 12.—David Liettard | 
and Berruyer, the three chauffeurs of 
the Dromé, who cdémmitted more mur- 
ders than any band of brigands known 
in recent times, have been executed. 
When the moment for the execution 
approached, the excitement in the town 
and the whole country around, which the 

murderers had terriorized, increased. 

Crowds had gathered at the railway 
station to watch for the arrival of the 
guillotine, and still larger crowds waited 
to see the executioner, Deibler, and his 
assistants step out of ‘the train. More 
than ten thousand persoris from the 
country and villages round about Sa 
ed into the city, without the slightest 
hope of seeing the execution, but mere- 
ly to be somewhat near, and to enjoy 
as it were, the revenge of the law of 
the victims of the murderers. 

A special arrangement had to be made 
with the military authorities for pre- 
serving order. Detachments of infantry 
calvalry, and even of artillery were 
sent to assist the local gendarmes. 

The execution was to take place be- 
tween the door of the prison and the 
garden of the chief warden, and a cor- 
con of police was stationed around this

come less boastful, but he nevertheless 
handed to the chief warder some sheets 
of paper, on which he said he had writ- 
ten his memoirs, and also a copy of his 
testament, in which he indulged in iron- 
ical jokes. 

No execution had taken place at Val- 
ence for 20 years, the last one being that 
of a young man who had been a novice 
in a monastery and who had. murdered 
4the treasurer.

Our Board of Freeholders afd our Municipal As- 
sembly are worried as to terms:on which public -util- 
ity franchises should be granted. The principle that 
should underlie all such franchises is simple and easy 
of application. 

There are two interests concerned; the interest of 
the peopic and the ‘interest of capital. The people, 
having’ centrol: of the situation, are- in: position to 
make their interest pargmount, and should dq so. 
Capitai is entitled to a fair return for its invest- 
ment. Any excess of profit beyond such fair return 
should accrue to the péople, who furnish the field. 
and give the permission. for. capital. to work. No 
class of investment is safer and surer. than pubdlic 
utility stocks and\bonds. Many hundreds of millions 
of dollars are invested in them on an average basis 
of 5 per cent. If it were provided, then, by our Char- 
ter and by rulings of the Municipal Assembly that 
after a fixed percentage of return to capital, all ex- 
cess profits should go to the people, justice would 
be done both interests, 

I assume that no charter should be for more than 
thirty years, as we have no right to bidd the unborn 
bY Our ideas and contracts. Allow capital 10 per 
cent dividends during the first Ave years, § per cent 
during the second five years, and‘é per cent for the 
balance of the term of. charter.

SHATTERED HIS CAREER 


Sergeant-at-Arms of House 
Overtook Appointee and 
Brought Him Back. 


The experience of Charles R. Crane 
with the mission to China recalls the 
case of the almost forgotten Ninian Ed- 
wards, who started out as United States 
Minister to Mexico but never reached 
the capital of the sister Republic. 

Edwards had been United States Sen- 
ator from Illinois, and Monroe, near the 
close of his second term, gave him the 
Mexican mission/ ‘The country was then 
nearing the end of the so-called era 
of good feeling and Edwards had heen 
contributing his share to the political 
discord of that curious time by writing 
letters signed “A. B.” in a Washington 
newspaper published in the interest of 
Calhoun. These letters accused William 
H. Crawford, Secretary of the Treasury, 
of corrupt practices in office, and they 
were intended to kill off Crawford as a 
candidate for President. Calhoun him- 
self was the subject of similar attacks 
instigated by Crawford, but he easily 
disproved them. 

Attack on Sick Official. 

Edwards arranged that after he had 
started for his post In Mexico the “A. 
B.”’ letters should be sent to the House 
of Representatives as the basis of im- 
peachment proceedings against Craw- 
ford, and it was then that the author- 
ship of the letters became known. In 
transmitting them to ithe Speaker of the 
House, Edwards avowed himself their 
author and added to the charges already 
made public others that were sufficient 
as ground of impeachment. — 

Crawford at the time lay ill at-home, 
having been attacked with paralysis 
about four months earlier, in September, 
1823, and left in such condition that he 
transacted much of fis business as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury by proxy. The 
attack in the House had been made by 
Edwards at such a time as made it dif- 
ficult for Crawford to prepare a defense

a mass of evidence on his side and Ed- 
wards completely failed to make good 
his charges, so that a committee of 
which Daniel Webster and John Ran- 
dolph were members unanimously re- 
ported in vindication of the accused 
Secretary. 

Although Edwards had had a long, 
honorable and successful public career 
as a judge in Kentucky and as Terri- 
torial Governor of Illinois and then as 
Senator, this affair was his ruin in 
national politics. It was known that 
Crawford had fought two duels and 
killed his man in one of them and may- 
be this fact was taken into account by 
he public in estimating the quality of 
Edwards’ performance in making an 
attack upon a physically disabled man 
and hastening to a distant land just 
when his share in the matter should 
becume known. 

“At any rate, says the New York Sun, 
such a’storm of contempt broke upon 
him that he resigned his appointment 
to Mexico and returned to Illinois. He 
was then under 50, but he took no fur- 
ther part in national politics, though 
he had a sort of vindication at home by 
his election as Governor of’ Illinois, 
He died less than 10 years after this 
affair. Crawford, the invalid, outlived 
him by about a year.

“T sighted. the Atlantic Ocean through 
glasses,”’ said Mr. von Phul, “and we 
concluded we'd better: come down: We 
were entirely: out of ballast, 
descended at a rate of about forty miles 
an hour. We hit in the top of a -pine, 
the hasket turned turtle, and we hung 
suspended in the ropes for 15 minutes. 

‘Lambert got such a jolt when we 
struek that his teeth bit clean through 
his Hp. I -rausht a pine twig in one 
of my eyes and narrowly missed losjng 
the gight of that optic. Finally we 
climbed to the ground and cut down 
two big trees to recover the wreck of 
our. balloon, which had swung. among 
the branches and was cut to pieces, al- 
most completely rulned so far as the 
gas bag is concerned. 

“We were about 30 miles from the 
ecean and two and a. haif miles from 
the earth when we pu!led the valve to 
descend. We were traveling at a rate 
of about 43 miles an hour, which we 
averaged all the way from St. Louis, 680 
miles, in 15% ours, We claim that we 
broke the speed record, A. Holland 
Forbes sailed 731 miles in 19% hours, 
about 37 miles an hour, in his winning 
voyage from St. Louis for the cup.” 

From the very start the St. Louis 
Ill had—thrilling escapes. It missed the 
fence at Second and Rutger streets by 
only a@ few feet and had to lose two 
bags of ballast to cleay some, wires..on 
the Levee.
